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Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Arizona: 1 
Section 1.  Transfer and renumber 2 
A.  Section 1-261, Arizona Revised Statutes, is transferred and 3 

renumbered for placement in title 19, chapter 1, article 2, Arizona Revised 4 
Statutes, as section 19-113. 5 

B.  Section 1-305, Arizona Revised Statutes, is transferred and 6 
renumbered for placement in title 16, chapter 2, article 1, Arizona Revised 7 
Statutes, as section 16-206. 8 

Sec. 2.  Heading repeal 9 
The article heading of title 1, chapter 2, article 4, Arizona Revised 10 

Statutes, is repealed. 11 
Sec. 3.  Section 16-151, Arizona Revised Statutes, is amended to read: 12 
16-151.  Forms for registration supplied by county recorder and 13 

secretary of state 14 
A.  Blank state voter registration forms for registration of electors 15 

shall be supplied by the county recorder.  16 
B.  The secretary of state shall make available for distribution 17 

through governmental and private entities the voter registration forms that 18 
are prescribed by the federal election ASSISTANCE commission.  19 

Sec. 4.  Section 16-163, Arizona Revised Statutes, is amended to read: 20 
16-163.  Assignment of registrations to general county register; 21 

exception; notification to elector; filing of 22 
registration forms 23 

A.  The county recorder shall, upon receipt of a registration in proper 24 
form, SHALL assign the registration record to its proper precinct and 25 
alphabetical arrangement in the general county register. The general county 26 
register shall be preserved permanently to reflect the registration as of 27 
each general election.  After the general county register is revised to 28 
reflect the valid registrations for the general election, the county recorder 29 
shall provide the Arizona state library, archives and public records with a 30 
copy of the revised county register. 31 

B.  After placing the record of registration in the county general 32 
register, the county recorder shall notify the elector within thirty days in 33 
writing that the elector's name appears in the general register. 34 

C.  If the notice that is sent is returned undeliverable, the county 35 
recorder may send an additional notice as prescribed by section 16-166, 36 
subsection A and that notice shall indicate that the elector must respond no 37 
later than twenty-nine THIRTY-FIVE days before the election at which the 38 
elector intends to vote AFTER THE MAILING OF THE NOTICE. 39 

D.  All current original registration forms shall be filed countywide 40 
or by precinct in alphabetical order by surname of elector.  All original 41 
registration forms canceled, and all original applications for cancellation 42 
of registration received since the preceding general election, shall be 43 
separately filed and maintained.  Computer output microfilm, listings or 44 
other electronic format media containing the information from the general 45 
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county register after each general election shall be provided to the Arizona 1 
state library, archives and public records and shall serve to fulfill the 2 
requirements of this subsection and section 16-164, subsection A. 3 

Sec. 5.  Section 16-166, Arizona Revised Statutes, is amended to read: 4 
16-166.  Verification of registration 5 
A.  Except for the mailing of sample ballots, a county recorder who 6 

mails an item to any elector shall send the mailing by nonforwardable first 7 
class mail marked with the statement required by the postmaster to receive an 8 
address correction notification.  If the item is returned undelivered, the 9 
county recorder shall send a follow-up notice to that elector within three 10 
weeks of receipt of the returned notice.  The county recorder shall send the 11 
follow-up notice to the address that appears on the general county register 12 
or to the forwarding address provided by the United States postal service.  13 
The follow-up notice shall include a registration form and the information 14 
prescribed by section 16-131, subsection C and shall state that if the 15 
elector does not complete and return a new registration form with current 16 
information to the county recorder within thirty-five days, the name of the 17 
elector will be removed from the general register and transferred to the 18 
inactive voter list. 19 

B.  If the elector provides the county recorder with a new registration 20 
form, the county recorder shall change the general register to reflect the 21 
changes indicated on the new registration.  If the elector indicates a new 22 
residence address outside that county, the county recorder shall forward the 23 
voter registration form to the county recorder of the county in which the 24 
elector's address is located. If the elector provides a new residence address 25 
that is located outside this state, the county recorder shall cancel the 26 
elector's registration. 27 

C.  The county recorder shall maintain on the inactive voter list the 28 
names of electors who have been removed from the general register pursuant to 29 
subsection A or E of this section for a period of four years or through the 30 
date of the second general election for federal office following the date of 31 
the notice from the county recorder that is sent pursuant to subsection E of 32 
this section. 33 

D.  On notice that a government agency has changed the name of any 34 
street, route number, post office box number or other address designation, 35 
the county recorder shall revise the registration records and shall send a 36 
new verification of registration notice to the electors whose records were 37 
changed. 38 

E.  The county recorder on or before May 1 of each year preceding a 39 
state primary and general election or more frequently as the recorder deems 40 
necessary may use the change of address information supplied by the postal 41 
service through its licensees to identify registrants whose addresses may 42 
have changed.  If it appears from information provided by the postal service 43 
that a registrant has moved to a different residence address in the same 44 
county, the county recorder shall change the registration records to reflect 45 
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the new address and shall send the registrant a notice of the change by 1 
forwardable mail and a postage prepaid preaddressed return form by which the 2 
registrant may verify or correct the registration information.  If the 3 
registrant fails to return the form postmarked not later than twenty-nine 4 
THIRTY-FIVE days before the next election AFTER THE MAILING OF THE NOTICE, 5 
the elector shall be removed from the general register and transferred to the 6 
inactive voter list.  If the notice sent by the recorder is not returned, the 7 
registrant may be required to provide affirmation or confirmation of the 8 
registrant's address in order to vote.  If the registrant does not vote in an 9 
election during the period after the date of the notice from the recorder 10 
through the date of the second general election for federal office following 11 
the date of that notice, the registrant's name shall be removed from the list 12 
of inactive voters.  If the registrant has changed residence to a new county, 13 
the county recorder shall provide information on how the registrant can 14 
continue to be eligible to vote. 15 

F.  The county recorder shall reject any application for registration 16 
that is not accompanied by satisfactory evidence of United States 17 
citizenship. Satisfactory evidence of citizenship shall include any of the 18 
following:  19 

1.  The number of the applicant's driver license or nonoperating 20 
identification license issued after October 1, 1996 by the department of 21 
transportation or the equivalent governmental agency of another state within 22 
the United States if the agency indicates on the applicant's driver license 23 
or nonoperating identification license that the person has provided 24 
satisfactory proof of United States citizenship.  25 

2.  A legible photocopy of the applicant's birth certificate that 26 
verifies citizenship to the satisfaction of the county recorder.  27 

3.  A legible photocopy of pertinent pages of the applicant's United 28 
States passport identifying the applicant and the applicant's passport number 29 
or presentation to the county recorder of the applicant's United States 30 
passport.  31 

4.  A presentation to the county recorder of the applicant's United 32 
States naturalization documents or the number of the certificate of 33 
naturalization.  If only the number of the certificate of naturalization is 34 
provided, the applicant shall not be included in the registration rolls until 35 
the number of the certificate of naturalization is verified with the United 36 
States immigration and naturalization service by the county recorder. 37 

5.  Other documents or methods of proof that are established pursuant 38 
to the immigration reform and control act of 1986.  39 

6.  The applicant's bureau of Indian affairs card number, tribal treaty 40 
card number or tribal enrollment number.  41 

G.  Notwithstanding subsection F of this section, any person who is 42 
registered in this state on the effective date of this amendment to this 43 
section is deemed to have provided satisfactory evidence of citizenship and 44 
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shall not be required to resubmit evidence of citizenship unless the person 1 
is changing voter registration from one county to another.  2 

H.  For the purposes of this section, proof of voter registration from 3 
another state or county is not satisfactory evidence of citizenship.  4 

I.  A person who modifies voter registration records with a new 5 
residence ballot shall not be required to submit evidence of citizenship.  6 
After citizenship has been demonstrated to the county recorder, the person is 7 
not required to resubmit satisfactory evidence of citizenship in that county.  8 

J.  After a person has submitted satisfactory evidence of citizenship, 9 
the county recorder shall indicate this information in the person's permanent 10 
voter file.  After two years the county recorder may destroy all documents 11 
that were submitted as evidence of citizenship.  12 

Sec. 6.  Section 16-168, Arizona Revised Statutes, is amended to read: 13 
16-168.  Precinct registers; date of preparation; contents; 14 

copies; reports; statewide database; violation; 15 
classification 16 

A.  By the tenth day preceding the primary and general elections the 17 
county recorder shall prepare from the original registration forms or from 18 
electronic media at least four lists that are printed or typed on paper of 19 
all qualified electors in each precinct in the county, and the lists shall be 20 
the official precinct registers. 21 

B.  The official precinct registers for use at the polling place shall 22 
contain at least the names in full, party preference, date of registration 23 
and residence address of each qualified elector in the respective precincts. 24 
The names shall be in alphabetical order and, in a column to the left of the 25 
names, shall be numbered consecutively beginning with number 1 in each 26 
precinct register. 27 

C.  For the purposes of transmitting voter registration information as 28 
prescribed by this subsection, electronic media in counties with a population 29 
over five hundred thousand persons in the last decennial census shall be the 30 
principal media.  A county or state chairman who is eligible to receive 31 
copies of precinct lists as prescribed by this subsection may request that 32 
the recorder provide a paper copy of the precinct lists.  The county 33 
recorder, in addition to preparing the official precinct lists, shall provide 34 
a means for mechanically or electronically reproducing the precinct lists and 35 
unless otherwise agreed shall deliver within eight days after the close of 36 
registration for the primary and general elections, without charge, on the 37 
same day one electronic media copy of each precinct list within the county to 38 
the county chairman and one electronic media copy to the state chairman of 39 
each party that has at least four candidates other than presidential electors 40 
appearing upon ON the ballot in that county at the current election.  The 41 
county recorder shall also deliver, upon ON request and without charge, one 42 
electronic media copy of the precinct list to the Arizona legislative 43 
council.  The county recorder of a county with a population of five hundred 44 
thousand or fewer persons, on the same day precinct lists are delivered to 45 
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county chairmen, shall deliver one electronic media copy of each precinct 1 
list within the county to the state chairman of each party that has at least 2 
four candidates other than presidential electors appearing on the ballot in 3 
this state at the current election.  The copies of the precinct lists shall 4 
be electronic media and shall include for each elector the following 5 
information: 6 

1.  Name in full and appropriate title. 7 
2.  Party preference. 8 
3.  Date of registration. 9 
4.  Residence address. 10 
5.  Mailing address, if different from residence address. 11 
6.  Zip code. 12 
7.  Telephone number if given. 13 
8.  Birth year. 14 
9.  Occupation if given. 15 
10.  Voting history for all elections in the prior four years and any 16 

other information regarding registered voters which THAT the county recorder 17 
or city or town clerk maintains electronically and which THAT is public 18 
information. 19 

D.  The names on the precinct lists shall be in alphabetical order and 20 
the precinct lists in their entirety, unless otherwise agreed, shall be 21 
delivered to each county chairman and each state chairman within ten business 22 
days of the close of each date for counting registered voters prescribed by 23 
subsection G of this section other than the primary and general election 24 
registered voter counts in the same format and media as prescribed by 25 
subsection C of this section.  During the thirty-three days immediately 26 
preceding an election and on request from a county or state chairman, the 27 
county recorder shall provide a daily list of persons who have requested an 28 
early ballot and shall provide a weekly listing of persons who have returned 29 
their early ballots.  The recorder shall provide the daily and weekly 30 
information through the third day preceding the election. 31 

E.  Precinct registers and other lists and information derived from 32 
registration forms may be used only for purposes relating to a political or 33 
political party activity, a political campaign or an election, for revising 34 
election district boundaries or for any other purpose specifically authorized 35 
by law and may not be used for a commercial purpose as defined in section 36 
39-121.03.  The sale of registers, lists and information derived from 37 
registration forms to a candidate or a registered political committee for a 38 
use specifically authorized by this subsection does not constitute use for a 39 
commercial purpose.  The county recorder, on a request for an authorized use 40 
and within thirty days from receipt of the request, shall prepare additional 41 
copies of an official precinct list and furnish them to any person requesting 42 
them on payment of a fee equal to five cents for each name appearing on the 43 
register for a printed list and ten cents for each name for an electronic 44

data medium, plus the cost of the blank computer disk or computer software if 1 
furnished by the recorder, for each copy so furnished. 2 

F.  Any person in possession of a precinct register or list, in whole 3 
or part, or any reproduction of a precinct register or list, shall not permit 4 
the register or list to be used, bought, sold or otherwise transferred for 5 
any purpose except for uses otherwise authorized by this section.  A person 6 
in possession of information derived from voter registration forms or 7 
precinct registers shall not distribute, post or otherwise provide access to 8 
any portion of that information through the internet except as authorized by 9 
subsection J  I of this section.  Nothing in this section shall preclude 10 
public inspection of voter registration records at the office of the county 11 
recorder for the purposes prescribed by this section, except that the month 12 
and day of birth date, the social security number or any portion thereof, the 13 
driver license number or nonoperating identification license number, the 14 
unique identifying number prescribed by this section, the Indian census 15 
number, the father's name or mother's maiden name, the state or country of 16 
birth and the records containing a voter's signature shall not be accessible 17 
or reproduced by any person other than the voter, by an authorized government 18 
official in the scope of the official's duties, for signature verification on 19 
petitions and candidate filings, for election purposes and for news gathering 20 
purposes by a person engaged in newspaper, radio, television or reportorial 21 
work, or connected with or employed by a newspaper, radio or television 22 
station or pursuant to a court order.  A person who violates this subsection 23 
or subsection E of this section is guilty of a class 6 felony. 24 

G.  The county recorder shall count the registered voters by political 25 
party by precinct, legislative district and congressional district as 26 
follows: 27 

1.  In even numbered years, the county recorder shall count all persons 28 
who are registered to vote as of: 29 

(a)  January 1. 30 
(b)  March 1. 31 
(c)  June 1. 32 
(d)  The last day on which a person may register to be eligible to vote 33 

in the next primary election. 34 
(e)  The last day on which a person may register to be eligible to vote 35 

in the next general election. 36 
(f)  The last day on which a person may register to be eligible to vote 37 

in the next presidential preference election. 38 
2.  In odd numbered years, the county recorder shall count all persons 39 

who are registered to vote as of: 40 
(a)  January 1. 41 
(b)  April 1. 42 
(c)  July 1. 43 
(d)  October 1. 44 
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H.  The county recorder shall report the totals to the secretary of 1 
state as soon as is practicable following each of the dates prescribed in 2 
subsection G of this section.  The report shall include completed 3 
registration forms returned in accordance with section 16-134, subsection B. 4 
The county recorder shall also provide the report in a uniform electronic 5 
computer media format that shall be agreed upon between the secretary of 6 
state and all county recorders.  The secretary of state shall then prepare a 7 
summary report for the state and shall maintain that report as a permanent 8 
record. 9 

I.  The county recorder and the secretary of state shall protect access 10 
to voter registration information in an auditable format and method specified 11 
in the secretary of state's electronic voting system instructions and 12 
procedures manual that is adopted pursuant to section 16-452. 13 

J.  The secretary of state shall develop and administer a statewide 14 
database of voter registration information that contains the name and 15 
registration information of every registered voter in this state.  The 16 
database shall include an identifier that is unique for each individual 17 
voter.  The database shall provide for access by voter registration officials 18 
and shall allow expedited entry of voter registration information after it is 19 
received by county recorders.  As a part of the statewide voter registration 20 
database, county recorders shall provide for the electronic transmittal of 21 
that information to the secretary of state on a daily basis.  The secretary 22 
of state shall provide for maintenance of the database, including provisions 23 
regarding removal of ineligible voters that are consistent with the national 24 
voter registration act of 1993 (P.L. 103-31; 107 Stat. 77; 42 United States 25 
Code section 394) and the help America vote act of 2002 (P.L. 107-252; 116 26 
Stat. 1666; 42 United States Code sections 15301 through 15545), provisions 27 
regarding removal of duplicate registrations and provisions to ensure that 28 
eligible voters are not removed in error. 29 

K.  Except as provided in subsection L of this section, for requests 30 
for the use of registration forms and access to information as provided in 31 
subsections E and F of this section, the county recorder shall receive and 32 
respond to requests regarding federal, state and county elections. 33 

L.  Beginning January 1, 2008, recognized political parties shall 34 
request precinct lists and access to information as provided in subsections E 35 
and F of this section during the time periods prescribed in subsection C or D 36 
of this section and the county recorder shall receive and respond to those 37 
requests.  If the county recorder does not provide the requested materials 38 
within the applicable time prescribed for the county recorder pursuant to 39 
subsection C or D of this section, a recognized political party may request 40 
that the secretary of state provide precinct lists and access to information 41 
as provided in subsections E and F of this section for federal, state and 42 
county elections.  The secretary of state shall not provide access to 43 
precinct lists and information for recognized political parties unless the 44 
county recorder has failed or refused to provide the lists and materials as 45 
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prescribed by this section.  The secretary of state may charge the county 1 
recorder a fee determined by rule for each name or record produced. 2 

M.  For municipal registration information in those municipalities in 3 
which the county administers the municipal elections, county and state party 4 
chairmen shall request and obtain voter registration information and precinct 5 
lists from the city or town clerk during the time periods prescribed in 6 
subsection C or D of this section.  If the city or town clerk does not 7 
provide that information within the same time prescribed for county recorders 8 
pursuant to subsection C or D of this section, the county or state party 9 
chairman may request and obtain the information from the county recorder.  10 
The county recorder shall provide the municipal voter registration and 11 
precinct lists within the time prescribed in subsection C or D of this 12 
section.  13 

Sec. 7.  Section 16-204, Arizona Revised Statutes, is amended to read: 14 
16-204.  Declaration of statewide concern; consolidated election 15 

dates 16 
A.  While the legislature recognizes that the method of conducting 17 

elections by political subdivisions, including charter counties and cities, 18 
may be a matter of local concern, the legislature finds and determines that 19 
for the purposes of increasing voter participation and for decreasing the 20 
costs to the taxpayers it is a matter of statewide concern that all elections 21 
in this state be conducted on a limited number of days and, therefore, the 22 
legislature finds and declares that the holding of all elections on certain 23 
specific consolidated days is a matter of statewide concern. 24 

B.  Notwithstanding any other law or any charter or ordinance of any 25 
county, city or town to the contrary, an election held for or on behalf of a 26 
county, city or town, a school district, a community college district or 27 
special districts organized pursuant to title 48, chapters 5, 6, 8, 10, 13 28 
through 16 and 33 may only be held on the following dates: 29 

1.  Except for regular elections for candidates in a city or town with 30 
a population of one hundred seventy-five thousand or more persons, all 31 
elections, including recall elections and special elections to fill 32 
vacancies, shall be held on: 33 

(a)  The second Tuesday in March. 34 
(b)  The third Tuesday in May. 35 
(c)  The eighth NINTH Tuesday before the first Tuesday after the first 36 

Monday in November. 37 
(d)  The first Tuesday after the first Monday in November. 38 

Notwithstanding any other law, an election must be held on this date for the 39 
approval of an obligation or other authorization requiring or authorizing the 40 
assessment of secondary property taxes by a county, city, town, school 41 
district, community college district or special taxing district, except as 42 
provided by title 48. 43 

2.  For regular elections that are only for candidates in a city or 44 
town with a population of one hundred seventy-five thousand or more persons 45 
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and not including recall elections and special elections to fill vacancies in 1 
those cities or towns, elections shall be held on: 2 

(a)  The eighth NINTH Tuesday before the first Tuesday after the first 3 
Monday in November. 4 

(b)  The first Tuesday after the first Monday in November. 5 
C.  For any city or town, including a charter city, that holds its 6 

regularly scheduled candidate elections in even-numbered years pursuant to 7 
subsection B, paragraph 2, the term of office for a member of the city 8 
council or for the office of mayor begins on or after the second Tuesday in 9 
January in the year following the election. 10 

D.  This section does not apply to an election regarding a county or 11 
city charter committee or county or city charter proposal that is conducted 12 
pursuant to article XIII, section 2 or 3 or article XII, section 5, 13 
Constitution of Arizona.  14 

Sec. 8.  Section 16-206, Arizona Revised Statutes, as transferred and 15 
renumbered by this act, is amended to read: 16 

16-206.  Election day 17 
A.  The biennial primary election day on the eighth NINTH Tuesday 18 

before the general election and the biennial general election day on the 19 
first Tuesday after the first Monday in November of every even-numbered year 20 
are not legal holidays. 21 

B.  Every public officer or employee is entitled to absence from 22 
service or employment for the purpose of voting pursuant to section 16-402 on 23 
the biennial primary and general election days.  24 

Sec. 9.  Section 16-222, Arizona Revised Statutes, is amended to read: 25 
16-222.  Vacancy in the office of United States senator or 26 

representative 27 
A.  When a vacancy occurs in the office of United States senator or 28 

representative in Congress by reason of death or resignation, or from any 29 
other cause, the vacancy shall be filled at the next general election.  At 30 
such election the person elected shall fill the unexpired term of the vacated 31 
office. 32 

B.  For a vacancy in the office of representative in Congress, if the 33 
next general election is not to be held within six months from the date of 34 
the occurrence of the vacancy, the governor shall call a special primary 35 
election and a special general election to fill the vacancy.  THE GOVERNOR 36 
SHALL CALL THE SPECIAL PRIMARY ELECTION AND ESTABLISH ITS DATE WITHIN 37 
SEVENTY-TWO HOURS AFTER THE OFFICE IS OFFICIALLY DECLARED VACANT.  38 
NOTWITHSTANDING SECTIONS 16-313, 16-351 AND 16-542, FOR A CANDIDATE FOR 39 
OFFICE AT AN ELECTION HELD PURSUANT TO THIS SUBSECTION, THE FOLLOWING APPLY: 40 

1.  The special primary election shall be held no less than 41 
seventy-five SIXTY nor more than one hundred five NINETY days after the 42 
occurrence of the vacancy, and the special general election shall be held not 43 
less than thirty-five FIFTY nor more than forty-five SIXTY days after the 44 
special primary election. 45 
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2.  NOMINATION PAPERS AND NOMINATION PETITIONS SHALL BE FILED NO LATER 1 
THAN TEN DAYS AFTER THE DATE OF THE PROCLAMATION CALLING THE ELECTION. 2 

3.  ANY COURT ACTION CHALLENGING THE NOMINATION OF A CANDIDATE SHALL BE 3 
FILED NO LATER THAN 5:00 P.M. ON THE FIFTH BUSINESS DAY AFTER THE LAST DAY 4 
FOR FILING NOMINATION PAPERS AND PETITIONS. 5 

4.  THE SUPERIOR COURT SHALL HEAR AND RENDER A DECISION WITHIN FIVE 6 
DAYS AFTER THE FILING OF THE ACTION. 7 

5.  BEGINNING FIFTEEN DAYS BEFORE THE DATE OF THE ELECTION, THE COUNTY 8 
RECORDER OR OTHER OFFICER IN CHARGE OF ELECTIONS SHALL MAIL EARLY BALLOTS 9 
WITHIN FORTY-EIGHT HOURS AFTER RECEIPT OF A COMPLETE AND CORRECT EARLY BALLOT 10 
REQUEST FROM PERSONS QUALIFIED TO VOTE. 11 

C.  For a vacancy in the office of United States senator, the governor 12 
shall appoint a person to fill the vacancy.  That appointee shall be of the 13 
same political party as the person vacating the office and shall serve until 14 
the person elected at the next general election is qualified and assumes 15 
office. 16 

D.  FOR A VACANCY IN THE OFFICE OF REPRESENTATIVE IN CONGRESS THAT 17

principal provisions of the proposed law, constitutional amendment or measure 33 
and the text of the proposed law, constitutional amendment or measure to be 34 
initiated or referred in no less than eight point type, and applying for 35 
issuance of an official serial number.  AT THE SAME TIME AS THE PERSON OR 36 
ORGANIZATION FILES ITS APPLICATION, THE PERSON OR ORGANIZATION SHALL FILE 37 
WITH THE SECRETARY OF STATE ITS STATEMENT OF ORGANIZATION OR ITS SIGNED 38 
EXEMPTION STATEMENT AS PRESCRIBED BY SECTION 16-902.01.  THE SECRETARY OF 39 
STATE SHALL NOT ACCEPT AN APPLICATION FOR INITIATIVE OR REFERENDUM WITHOUT AN 40 
ACCOMPANYING STATEMENT OF ORGANIZATION OR SIGNED EXEMPTION STATEMENT AS 41 
PRESCRIBED BY THIS SUBSECTION. 42 

B.  On receipt of the application, the secretary of state shall assign 43 
an official serial number to the petition, which number shall appear in the 44 
lower right-hand corner of each side of each copy thereof, and issue that 45 
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number to the applicant.  Numbers shall be assigned to petitions by the 1 
secretary of state in numerical sequence, and a record shall be maintained in 2 
his office of each application received and of the numbers assigned and 3 
issued to the applicant.  4 

C.  The secretary of state shall print in pamphlet form and shall 5 
furnish to each applicant, at the time the application is submitted, a copy 6 
of the text of this article governing the initiative and referendum and all 7 
rules adopted by the secretary of state pursuant to this title.  In addition, 8 
the secretary of state shall at this time furnish the applicant with a 9 
statement of organization form and a notice stating:  "This statement must be 10 
filed before valid signatures can be collected."  The secretary of state 11 
shall furnish a sufficient supply of these pamphlets to the county, city and 12 
town clerks who shall similarly furnish the pamphlet to each applicant. 13 

D.  The eight point type required by subsection A OF THIS SECTION shall 14 
not apply to maps, charts or other graphics.  15 

Sec. 21.  Section 19-121.01, Arizona Revised Statutes, is amended to 16 
read: 17 

19-121.01.  Secretary of state; removal of petition and 18 
ineligible signatures; facsimile sheets; random 19 
sample 20 

A.  Within fifteen days, excluding Saturdays, Sundays and other legal 21 
holidays, of the date of filing of an initiative or referendum petition and 22 
issuance of the receipt, the secretary of state shall: 23 

1.  Remove the following: 24 
(a)  Those sheets not attached to a copy of the title and text of the 25 

measure. 26 
(b)  The copy of the title and text from the remaining petition sheets. 27 
(c)  Those sheets not bearing the petition serial number in the lower 28 

right-hand corner of each side. 29 
(d)  Those sheets containing a circulator's affidavit that is not 30 

completed or signed. 31 
(e)  Those sheets on which the affidavit of the circulator is not 32 

notarized, the notary's signature is missing, the notary's commission has 33 
expired or the notary's seal is not affixed. 34 

(f)  Those sheets on which the signatures of the circulator or the 35 
notary are dated earlier than the dates on which the electors signed the face 36 
of the petition sheet. 37 

2.  After completing the steps in paragraph 1 of this subsection, 38 
review each sheet to determine the county of the majority of the signers and 39 
shall: 40 

(a)  Place a three or four letter abbreviation designating that county 41 
in the upper right-hand corner of the face of the petition. 42 

(b)  Remove all signatures of those not in the county of the majority 43 
on each sheet by marking an "SS" in red ink in the margin to the right of the 44 
signature line. 45 
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(c)  Cause all signature sheets to be grouped together by county of 1 
registration of the majority of those signing and attach them to one or more 2 
copies of the title and text of the measure.  If the sheets are too bulky for 3 
convenient grouping by the secretary of state in one volume by county, they 4 
may be bound in two or more volumes with those in each volume attached to a 5 
single printed copy of the measure.  The remaining detached copies of the 6 
title and text of the measure shall be delivered to the applicant. 7 

3.  After completing the steps in paragraph 2 of this subsection, 8 
remove the following signatures that are not eligible for verification by 9 
marking an "SS" in red ink in the margin to the right of the signature line: 10 

(a)  If the signature of the qualified elector is missing. 11 
(b)  If the residence address or the description of residence location 12 

is missing. 13 
(c)  If the date on which the petitioner signed is missing. 14 
(d)  Signatures in excess of the fifteen signatures permitted per 15 

petition. 16 
(e)  Signatures withdrawn pursuant to section 1-261 19-113. 17 
4.  After the removal of petition sheets and signatures, count the 18 

number of signatures for verification on the remaining petition sheets and 19 
note that number in the upper right-hand corner of the face of each petition 20 
sheet immediately above the county designation. 21 

5.  Number the remaining petition sheets that were not previously 22 
removed and that contain signatures eligible for verification in consecutive 23 
order on the front side of each petition sheet in the upper left-hand corner. 24 

6.  Count all remaining petition sheets and signatures not previously 25 
removed and issue a receipt to the applicant of this total number eligible 26 
for verification. 27 

B.  If the total number of signatures for verification as determined 28 
pursuant to subsection A, paragraph 6 of this section equals or exceeds the 29 
constitutional minimum, the secretary of state, during the same fifteen day 30 
period provided in subsection A of this section, shall select, at random, 31 
five per cent of the total signatures eligible for verification by the county 32 
recorders of the counties in which the persons signing the petition claim to 33 
be qualified electors.  The random sample of signatures to be verified shall 34 
be drawn in such a manner that every signature eligible for verification has 35 
an equal chance of being included in the sample.  The random sample produced 36 
shall identify each signature selected by petition page and line number.  The 37 
signatures selected shall be marked according to the following procedure: 38 

1.  Using red ink, mark the selected signature by circling the line 39 
number and drawing a line from the base of the circle extending into the left 40 
margin. 41 

2.  If a signature line selected for the random sample is found to be 42 
blank or was removed from the verification process pursuant to subsection A 43 
of this section and is marked with an "SS", then the next line down, even if 44 
that requires going to the next petition sheet in sequence, on which an 45 
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eligible signature appears shall be selected as a substitute if that line has 1 
not already been selected for the random sample.  If the next eligible line 2 
is already being used in the random sample, the secretary of state shall 3 
proceed back up the page from the signature line originally selected for the 4 
random sample to the next previous signature line eligible for verification. 5 
If that line is already being used in the random sample, the secretary of 6 
state shall continue moving down the page or to the next page from the line 7 
originally selected for the random sample and shall select the next eligible 8 
signature as its substitute for the random sample.  The secretary of state 9 
shall use this process of alternately moving forward and backward until a 10 
signature eligible for verification and not already included in the random 11 
sample can be selected and substituted. 12 

C.  After the selection of the random sample and the marking of the 13 
signatures selected on the original petition sheets pursuant to subsection B 14 
of this section, the secretary of state shall reproduce a facsimile of the 15 
front of each signature sheet on which a signature included in the random 16 
sample appears.  The secretary of state shall clearly identify those 17 
signatures marked for verification by color highlighting or other similar 18 
method and shall transmit by personal delivery or certified mail to each 19 
county recorder a facsimile sheet of each signature sheet on which a 20 
signature appears of any individual claiming to be a qualified elector of 21 
that county AND whose signature was selected for verification as part of the 22 
random sample. 23 

D.  The secretary of state shall retain in custody all signature sheets 24 
removed pursuant to this section except as otherwise prescribed in this 25 
title.

48-4433.  District elections; nominating petitions 29 
A.  A candidate for election to the board as a division director shall 30 

be nominated by a petition that is signed by at least five hundred qualified 31 
electors of the division in which the candidate resides and that is filed as 32 
prescribed by title 16, chapter 3. 33 

B.  If a division is located wholly in one county, the nominating 34 
petition shall be filed with the clerk of the board of supervisors or the 35 
elections officer of that county as prescribed by title 16, chapter 3. 36 

C.  If a division is located in two or more counties, the nominating 37 
petition shall be filed AS PRESCRIBED BY TITLE 16, CHAPTER 3 with the 38 
secretary of state as prescribed by title 16, chapter 3 COUNTY ELECTION 39 
OFFICER OF THE COUNTY WITH THE HIGHEST NUMBER OF REGISTERED VOTERS IN THE 40 
DISTRICT.  The secretary of state COUNTY ELECTION OFFICER shall immediately 41 
notify the boards of supervisors of each county included in the division.  42 
The board of supervisors so notified shall provide for the manner of voting 43 
and conduct of the election as provided for in subsection D of this section. 44 
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D.  The names of the candidates for election to the board as division 1 
directors shall be included on the general election ballot of the division in 2 
which the candidate resides, without party designation.  The manner of voting 3 
and conducting the election for the division directors shall conform to the 4 
provisions of law relating to the general election of county officers. 5 

E.  The procedures for nomination and election of at large directors 6 
shall be established by the board by rule adopted within sixty days after the 7 
appointment of the initial board subject to the following: 8 

1.  Only district members are eligible to vote for at large directors. 9 
2.  Each district member is entitled to cast three votes for each 10 

acre-foot of replenishment obligation as computed for that district member 11 
pursuant to section 48-4463 during the four years preceding the election.  In 12 
the initial election of at large directors, each district member is entitled 13 
to cast three votes for each acre-foot of the replenishment obligation that 14 
would have been computed if the district had existed for the entire period 15 
between January 1 of the fourth year preceding the calendar year in which the 16 
district is established and December 31 of the year preceding the year in 17 
which the election takes place. 18 

3.  Each district member may cast its votes as computed under paragraph 19 
2 for three different candidates, may cumulate its votes for one candidate or 20 
may distribute its votes in any combination among three or fewer candidates. 21 

4.  The three candidates who receive the most votes shall serve as at 22 
large directors for the district for the prescribed term of office. 23 

F.  Title 16, chapter 2, article 3 does not apply to any election held 24 
pursuant to this chapter. 25 

G.  All expenses for the election of division directors incurred 26 
pursuant to this section are the responsibility of the county or counties 27 
involved.  If a division is located in two or more counties, election 28 
expenses for that division shall be shared proportionally based on the number 29 
of qualified electors of each county that are residents of the division.  All 30 
expenses for the election of at large directors are the responsibility of the 31 
district. 32 

H.  Candidates for election to the board and their campaign committees 33 
shall register with and report to the secretary of state and otherwise comply 34 
with the requirements of title 16, chapter 6 regarding elections under this 35 
section.  36 

Sec. 23.  Section 48-4832, Arizona Revised Statutes, is amended to 37 
read: 38 

48-4832.  Elections; nominating petitions 39 
A.  A candidate for election to the permanent board as a division 40 

director shall be nominated by a petition signed by at least one hundred 41 
fifty qualified electors of the division in which the candidate resides.  A 42 
candidate for election to the permanent board as an at large county director 43 
shall be nominated by a petition signed by at least one hundred fifty 44 
qualified electors of that portion of the county that is within the district. 45 
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B.  If a division is located wholly in one county and for the at large 1 
board position for that county, the nominating petition shall be filed with 2 
the clerk of the board of supervisors or the elections officer of that county 3 
as prescribed by title 16, chapter 3. 4 

C.  If a division is located in two or more counties, the nominating 5 
petition shall be filed AS PRESCRIBED BY TITLE 16, CHAPTER 3 with the 6 
secretary of state COUNTY ELECTION OFFICER FOR THE COUNTY WITH THE HIGHEST 7 
NUMBER OF REGISTERED VOTERS WITHIN THE DISTRICT as prescribed by title 16, 8 
chapter 3.  The secretary of state COUNTY ELECTION OFFICER shall immediately 9 
notify the board of supervisors of each county included in the division.  10 
Each board of supervisors so notified shall provide for the manner of voting 11 
and conduct of the election as provided for in subsection D. 12 

D.  The names of the candidates for election to the permanent board 13 
shall be included on the election ballot of the division in which the 14 
candidate resides, or on the election ballot for that portion of the county 15 
that is within the district, as appropriate, without party designation.  The 16 
manner of voting and conducting the election for the directors shall conform 17 
to the provisions of law relating to the general election of county officers 18 
including compliance with any applicable federal voting laws. 19 

E.  Title 16, chapter 2, article 3 does not apply to any election held 20 
pursuant to this section. 21 

F.  All expenses for the election of members of the permanent board 22 
incurred pursuant to this section are the responsibility of the county or 23 
counties involved.  If a division is located in two or more counties, 24 
election expenses for that division shall be shared proportionately based on 25 
the number of qualified electors of each county who are residents of the 26 
division. 27 

G.  Candidates for the permanent board and their campaign committees 28 
shall register with and report to the secretary of state and otherwise comply 29 
with the requirements of title 16, chapter 6, regarding elections under this 30 
section.  31 

Sec. 24.  Emergency 32 
This act is an emergency measure that is necessary to preserve the 33 

public peace, health or safety and is operative immediately as provided by 34 
law. 35 
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
